A despatch to the N. Y, Pribune from Hart-
ford eays:—

The only question now le this: Can Governor
English deliver? Upon this the betting books
are made up. Can the sale just made at Albany
to Tammany be consummated ' And that de-
pends very much apon whether the good people
of this little Commonwealth get *‘praying mad,"”
as it is called. For If the Btate really rises up
to a sense of the shame Impending over it, and
fights as it did in 1860—half the time on its
knees—it is irresistible. But to-day it does not
balf comprehend (ts danger, aud I doubt that it
will not realize It untiltoo late.

A careful survey of the political field of the
State, with access Lo the best sources of inform-
ation, discloses some things not generally known
ontside. I find that the Republicans expect to
carry the State upon a fair poll. And this ex-
pectation is based upon the actual state of the
canvass. The party was never In better work-
ing order. It8 loeal ecommittees were never
more active. The result in New Hampshire had
a stimulating effcet, after the first surprise was
over, and it was underatood, The efforts of the
Demoecracy to gol the negro vole was a miser-
ab.e fallure.«

The State is Re:ublican on ah hkonest poll.
The Democrats were frightened at the facts.
Two wecks ago they felt defeat in the air, They
had no confidence to bet on English. Within a
few daye, with no change in the canvass here,
except in increasing brightness on the Repuabli-
can side, the Democrats have suddenly become
canfident of winning. Their betting men have
entirely changed their tope. They ap-
pear to bet a8 on o cerlainty, and
their confidence has just this basis: they
learn that the State has been old! There is not
a sign of nuy other reason fort heir con(idence.
Governor English has been up to Albany, and
arranged the matter with Mr. Tweed. The thing
is 1o done in the usual Tammany style. ‘i
do not know how much money Is to come here,
but it is to be enough—or what is supposed to
be enpugh. My information about this io on-
tirely conclusive to my mind, and it is amply
sustalned by what I see and hear in ipner eircles
here. 1 have declded intimations that the at-
tempt to flood us under with money I8 to be
made, even in Mr, Strong’s district

You, of course, know why Tammany wants to
carry Connecticat, and why Governor English
is willing to be lis tool. Tammany is extending
its New York tactics to naticmal affairs. In
order to keep up the impression of the “‘tidal
wave of Democracy,” it is necessary to tollow
the New Hampshire victory with one in Con-
necticut, and for other reasons—railroad
and money-making schemes—Tammany fluds
it cenvenient to own this Btate. Governor
English is flattered by the leaders of your ring
with the notion that if he can earry Connecticnt
he i8 the most available man for the second, if
not for the first place on the next Democratic
ticket. Comiecal as these pretensions are, he
has them: and they have led him to forget his
honor a8 & man and as a citizen of Connecticut,
©Of course your shrewd ]mlluclann langh at
him, but they are quite willing to use his vanity
to make Copnectleut a tributary slave of Ta-
many.

You will ¢ee that this is the game that will
develop this week. And It will win nnless the
Republican varty is ronsed into snch a religions
and patriotic edthusiasm as saved the State in
1840,

Natlons are proverbially Incapable of seelng
themeelves as others see them, and we may
freely sdmil that, from an Amoriean polul of
view, Irieh tremson must wear a very different

| mspect from that in which loyal Eungliahmen

regard It. No doubt this difference arlses in
wart from the F.-;ertic self-deception to which
‘%nglishmcn. ltke other men, are lable; but it
arises in at least an equal degree from the igno-
rance of \be American public. A half-educated
American knows even less of English government
thau a half-educated Englishman knows of
American government. All mounarchies in the
eyes of such a man are equally tyrannical, and
all republican movements are equally admired,
There s nothing to choose  between
Englleh despotism and Neapolitan despotism;
Irieh Fenians must be sulferlog . under
some grievoua oppression or they would
not be always conspiring, and having holsted
the republican flag, they deserve the support of
the Whpited Btates. We are the less disposed to
be #®ere on these reckiess judgments because
it must be confessed that foreign patriots have
sometimes been welcomed in this country with
little concern for the sensibilities of the govern-
menta agalvst which thef lhad rebelled, and,
perhaps, with little appreelation of the pringi

ples which they represented. FEven Garibaldi
wae, doubtless, cheered and feted by people
who had not the faintest notion of what his
political or religious creed really was,
and who onlgv recognized in him the
enemy of the Pope and the Neapolitor Bour-
bons. After making every allowance, however,
both for poseible bias on our part and palpable
ignorance on the part of American poﬁuclna.
we canpot but congider the reception of these
Fenians In the United States thoroughly dis-
creditable, Assuming that O'Donovan Rossa can
be classed with Garibaldi, this precedent can
only be cited at best to justify the distinetions
gshowered on him by individuals or private asso-
ciations, and not the congratulations offered
bim by the House of Representatives and local
public¢ bodies. But s much fairer and more ap-
}qosllc arallel is afforded by the case of Jef-
erson Davls, who embodied a canse espoused
by millions in America, and supported, as we
are often told, by the general sympathy of our
own upper classes. Now, we venture Lo say
that in the English House of Commons the
idea of res.enl.ln;i an  address of respect
or condolence to Mr. Jefferson Davis would
bave been rejected with a unanimons shout of
réprobation, and that for the simple and sufli-
clent renson that it would bave given just
offense to o friendly nation, Yet it will hardly
be maintained that Southern independence was
a less respectable aspiration than Irish inde-
pendence, or that Mr. Jefferson Davis was pes-
sonally less deserving of such homage than
O'Donovan Rossa and his nssociates, Nor ecan
it truly be asserted that we have an advantage
over Ameriea In having no ‘‘lrish vote”
to concilinte,. We have, as a matter of
fact, an Irish vote to conciliate, and the
inducement to bid for it by an unfriendly
atlitude towards Italy, for instance, might some-
times be a severe trial of Ministerial virtne but
for one decisive consideration. That considera-
tion Is that with us base or perverse impulses
are, for the most R t. kept in ‘f_hm-‘k uinh-
superior 1oree of nobler and sounder Tmpulses.
it 1s the reproach of American polities that an
Irish colony, which native Americans hate and
deeplse with a far more than Anglo-Saxon arro-
gance, ie, nevertheless, petted and applanded
in its wildest demongtrations of hostility to
Great Britain without protest from those who
know betler, and with a palnful disregard not
ounly of intervational courtesy but of national
dignity.

At the cost of no small Iabor to the patlent
officlals of tha New York Custom House statis-
tical department, we are enabled to present in a
bird's-eve view the total exportation of firearms
to Europe from the United States, pending the
late war 1n France. No less than eighteen car-
goes were sent out, either for France direct or
to France ng their final destination, And the
fact calls to mind the sapient looks of our large
dealers in firearms, in months which are gone,
when they disposed of troublesome questions
with the reply, ‘‘Nothin' doin'." They were too
comfortable with their fat contracts,and did not
wish to be disturbed.

Some persons are wicked enough to insinuate
that these articles not long ago belonged Lo the
United States, but found thelr way into the
market from the areenals just in time to meet
the wants of anxiouns buyers. However this
may be, there s no doubt that an enormous
quan ol refuse and decayed implements of
war, remaining on hand since our late unplea-
sadiness with the Bouth, have been transmuted
into gold, and by no common process of al-
chemy.

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HOARD OF CHARITIES.

Their Report to the State
Legislature—Views and
Recommendations,

From the annual report of the Board of State
Charitles, which hias just been presented to the
Legislature, we take the following extracts: —

In accordance with section ¥ of the act, the
board has already made, in a separate paper, an
annual report of recommendations in bebalf of
certaln institutions asking State ald. The con-
cluslons arrived at, and conveyed therein to the
Legislature, were made after proper “inquiry”
and deliberation; and we belleve that we have
not erred from a right judgment In recommend-
ing these appropriations. We shall be glad if
the Legislature shall approve our conclusions,
and, thus far, give their sanction to the pro-
ccedings of the . We have endeavored to
apply, In every case, an uncon:&romuing rigor
of Inquiry and an Impartial estimate of merit.

We now present some views of the various in-
stitutions of the State, ard more particularly of
those In which she Is speclally Interested, either
ns sole proprietor or as dispenser of anmual
beuefnctions towards their support. Wa will
not make, at this time, a philosophic nor even a
minute classification of charities, in the enlarged
signifieation of the word. We are constrained
by circumstances to refer to them simply as
State or county institutions, and local charities
in the more restricted sense of the term.

STATE PENITENTIARY FOR THE BASTEREN DIS-
TRICT, PHILADELPIHIA,

This penltentiary was bullt in nccordance with
the g_:rovla!ons of an a<tof Assembly of March
20, 1821, and is conducted on the prinelple of “‘the
solitary confinement of the prisoners.” The
number originally provided for was 250, but
successive enlargements have increased the ac-
commodations to 580. There have been, at one
time, as many as (85 prisoners In this “correc-
tional institution.” The inspectors havin
failed toflve replies to the Interrogatories o
our board, we are prevented from furnishing the
usual statistics and information.

PHILADELPFHTA HOUSE OF REFUGE.

Toe establishment of thls Institution was de-
termined upon at & meeting of citlzens of Pai-
Indelphia held In February, 1826, The public had
become thoroughly impressed with a convie-
tion of its necessity as 0 echool of reform for
vagrant, criminal, and neglected children, whose
destiny would otherwise be the prison, where
further contamination would be endgendered: or
who would continue to be de predators upon the
respectability, the morality, and the substance
of the community.

The earliest consideration of this whole sub-
ject—al least such consideration as led to prac-
tieal results—had occurred only elght or nine
years previonsly, and seems to have grown out,
of an observation of the sad and desperate con-
dition of the children of the tried and untried
female prisoners in the Newgate prison, who
were copgregated there, togeiher with other
children, in what seemed to be hopeless de-
pravity, filth, and wretchedness. The moral
condition of the neglected youth of the large
citles of England, as elsewhere, was grow'l.nﬁ
worse continuously in contamination, unt
the anxietles of good and thoughtful citizens
were thoroughly aroused to devise some
method of amelloration or cure. The &
tlon of a better way than prison Inearceration
?.nd eragfnillscipl‘lne for the reformation of

3 v y and for the of
society from their depredations, was quickly
followed by a practical realization of the noble
thought of Instituting sehools of reformation
for this Lapless and almost Irresponsible elass
of the community; and in 1800 a noble band of
hilanthropists was found occupied in this work
n England. In our own eountry the cityof New
York had established, In 1824, a “soclety for the
reformation of juvenile delinquents,” in whose
inception and early history a philanthro-
pist—honored in the memory of our own -citi-
zrens, as elsewhere, viz.,, Isanc Colling—
took an active and conspicuous position. That
institution has been conducted, to this day, with
a spirit of unfalling vigor and enterprise, stimu-
lated in its exercise by the best impulses and
conviclions of both the mind and heart. The
(Philadelphia) House of Refuge Was incorpo-
rated by an act of the Legislature, approved
March 23, 1826. Its government ml(Eu in a
board of thirty-one managers, three of whom
are appointed by the Court of C Pleas
of Philadelphia county, and two by the Mayor.
The remalnder are chosen by the contribugn.
and all bold their appointments for one year,

We believe that no other instituiion of the
kind makes u‘ﬁanu provision for colored chil-
dren, and In all of them the proportien of these
le, a8 & consequence, very small. Bo that what-
ever view may be entertained as to diserimina-
tion in the case of delinquents or quasi ciimi-
nalg, the fact of its existence in this Refuge has
been of paramounnt l.dml;%c to the colored
youth of Philadelphia. ¢ mature expe-
rlence which the u?uuguu had
acquired after a devolidn of twenty-
five years seérvice to the cause of juve-
nile reformation, led to the determination of
occupying the present location, with more ex-
tended, more sultable, and more complete ac-
commodatious, The present structure for the
white department was thue undertaken In 1851,
and finished amnd Inaugurated in 1854. The
number of inmatés of both sexes and colors,
who can be properly malutained in these build-
inge, is 628, ¢ records show that there have
been recently, of white boys alone, 440 at a
time in the institution; which made it obliga-
tory upon the managers to look forward o a
speedy enlargement of their resources for the
better care and classification of at least this ele-
ment of the Retuge. The total cost of the site,
bulldings and furplfure of the imstitution, as
establithed on January 1, 1870, was 385 500, of
which the State furnished 882,500; county of
Pbiladelphia, $55,000; contributions of citizans,
#175.000; and gain on cost of real estate,
#75,000. Bince this date & new department for
white females has been founded and is ln cource
of construction on the same Eremlm. the elty
of Phlladelphia having added to the site a lot,
by request of the managers, and the State hav-
ing made an appropriation of #50,000 towards
the bullding. The addition of this lu%rovc-
ment will cost, when complete, about $150,000.
We consider the action of the Board of
Managers, which effected this last great work,
to have been supremely wise, and even mer-
ciful. We cannot reseérve the expression of our
opinlon that ng institution in the countey I8 con-
ducted with absorbing Mpulﬂu htful-
